“HE MOST GORGEOUS OPIUM 
PALACE IN THE WORLD, 


—o—— 


There is a good deal of truth in the saying that 
one must go abroad in order to obtain particulars 
‘of what’ takes place.at home,’ Now we venture 
to think that very few’ residents in Hongkong or 
the Coast Ports of China were aware of the fatt— 
presuming it is a fact—that “the sos gorgsoas 
opium palace in'the world” was in Shanghai. 
But the correspondent of the Mew York World 
in that port has discovered this palace and 
gives a most elaborate . description: of. its 
gorgeousness in a.recent letter. Of course, the 
World's correspondent is nbove suspicion so 
far as truthfulness is concerned—at least we will 
give him that crédit although there are a few 
statements in his despatch which require a good 
deal of swallowing by those acquainted with the 
actual history of the opium traffic in China, The 
present writer has visited a goodly «number of 
opium divans in Hongkong, Shanghai, and elsc- 
where in the Far East, but has never.yet had the, 

‘ood fortune to come across palaces devoted to 
the-bustocss ; on the contrary, without any ex- 
ception whatever, the public houscs used for 
opium smoking? ve been badly lighted, badly, 
ventilated, cvi’ -melling dens, with tawdry 
decorations, and Zith on every side. However, 
the experiences of the New Yors World corres- 

dent have been of quite a different order, as 
will be seen from the following recital of a visit 
he paid to this noteworthy example of Oriental 
splendour :— : haw : 

“T visited last night the biggest opium den of 
the world, It is situated onthe edge of this: 


.great cosmopolitan city of Shanghai, in which 


Chinese rowdies from all parts of the Empire 
congregate, and where the Chinaman has 
learned to play billiards, todrink whisky, and to 
ractice the refinements of Westetn as well as 
Eastera vice. This opium den ‘is three stories 
high, covering what would be nearly balf an 


"| American block. Its entrance is lighted with 


the electric light. ‘Fhe ceilings are of richly 
carved wood, and the: finest of Chinese’ lamps, 
each of which cost hundreds of dollars, throwing 
a noft light over the hazy amoking crowd within. 
There were, perhaps, a.thousand smokers in 
this den when I visited it last night. There 
were the pompous mandarin in gorgeous silks 
beside the half-naked coolic in ragged cotton. 
There were loose women. and desperate-look- 
‘ng men's. quiet, intellectual scholars and 
wealthy Chinese merchants. All sepped under 
the electric light to buy little pots of opium as 
thick as molasses, and each holding about what 
could be ‘crowded into the ‘smallest of our 
(American individual salts, The coolle and the 
mandarin were charged the same for their opium, 
but they paid different prices, according to the 
rooms, which they occupied and the pipes which 
they usedinsmoking. The cheapest cost about 
ten cents a smoke, and the dearest was sold for 
not much more than fifteon cents, The: pipes, 
however, were different. They were about two 
feet long, with a big, round bowl set into the 
handle, The mandarins smoked pipes of ivory, 
some’ of which were elaborately carved, while 
the. coolles were satisfied with plain pipes of 
wood, The receipts of this opium den are said 
to be more than onq thousand dollars a day, and 
‘Tam told it is always full. ae pa 
| “Passing the clectric-light you enter hall after 
‘hall filled with hazy fumes of sickly smelling 
vapor soap which the rays of gorgeous lamps 
straggling find their’ way, and cast’ a weird, 
host-like air over the smokers resting: below. 
@ smoking compartments are divided into 
cells open at the front and separated from one 
another. by gorgeous carvings of teak-wood, 
which, colored with:the smoke of thousands, has 
turned from a rich brown to an oiled jet. Each 
cell accommodates two or more people and the 
most of the men I saw smoking werein couples. 
On esch side of a little glass lamp the men lay 
‘on red cushions, sometimes dropping their feet 
upon a chalr and resting their heads on blue 
lows, cach about a foot square and a foot long.. 
“@ The most expensive of the compartments had 
cushions of finc velvet and the framea of some’ 
couches‘ were inlaid with . mother-of-pearl and 
‘of the private rooms I noted wome: 
the men.” Oplum-smokers alw: 


everywhere and the droway, sleepy crowd did not 
seem to care that I stopped and looked atthem. 

“This 1s, however, only one of hundreds of 
opium shops in Shanghai. Lhave visited another 

en upon leaving this big one and I found it 
nearly: as large. Tt .is said that China. uses 
$30,000,000 worth of opium every year, and it 
is tightly called the curse ofthe people, Opium 
is now grown in every province in China. The 
seed ofthe poppy is sown in November and its 
juice is collected in February and March. 

“The Chinese arc naturally. opium smokers, 
but -it is due to the foreigner that the drug has 
become a national evil. The officials and the 
Emperor saw the danger before it came, and 
they tried to keep the opium out of the 
country? The Eriglish, however, who’ were 
bringing in large quantitiés from India, 
were making too’ mich money out of it te 
let it go, and one of the most disgraceful pages 
of history is the record how John - Bull, philan- 
thropic and moral, as he pretends to be, foreed 


.| China to take a poison which its officials knew, 


would degrade its people... The Emperor of 
China at the Btart taxed the consiimers of opium: 
and threatened them with death, Opium 
smugglers were seized and tortured, and the 
native dealers. were ‘executed. ‘The Chinese, 
however, could do nothing with the’ foreigners, 
and they became the smugglers. ‘ 
“The Government then appealed to the for- 
eigners, and one of the Government Com- 
missioners asked the: English merchants to, 
give up ‘their opium that it might be de- 
strayed, They gave up 20,9co ‘chests, worth 
$11,900,cd0;" China refused to pay for it .on 
the ground that it had not authorized its 
Commissioner ta demand it, and that the opium. , 
ws smoppled, For this the British went to war 
with China, and through this war opened’ most 
of the ports, They made a treaty inwhich opium 
‘was not mentioned, but at the making of which 
the Chinese undoubtedly asked them to prohibit 
it, and which they refused. At present the 
United States ds the. only country which has 
made'a treaty by which it is unlawful for its 
Citizens to sell, opium to the Chinese, and the

of pounds a year, ‘The Chinese, finding that 
they could not profubit it, have begun to raise 
it themselves, and, as above stated, it is: now
